Bulgaria Impressed
Bv Hughes Address,
Says New Minister

Text of Speech Opening
Arms Conference Widely
Read, Says S. Paranetoff,
Arriving on Aquitania

The speech of Secretary Hughes in
opening the arms limitation confer¬
ence made a profound impression
throughout Bulgaria. according to
Stephan ParanetofF, the Minister of
that country to Washington, who ar¬
rived here yesterday on the Cunard
liner Aquitania from Southampton.
The Bulgarian diplomat said that

tht text of Mr. Hughes'a sweeping of-
fer of America to lead in a drastic
reduction of naval strength received
wide and full publicity throuchout the
country and electrified the statesmen
and the people who read of it in the
rewspapers.

Senator France
Accused Over
Russian Plea

Appeal for Recognition of
Soviet Regime Prompted
by Self-Interest, Charge
Made by Capt. W. B. Estes

Business Deal Alleged
Senator Issues Denial and

Declares He Has No ín¬
teres*! in Concern Named

Senator Joseph I. France, of Mary¬
land, was directly charged yesterday
with using his public position to bring
about recognition of the Soviet govern¬
ment of Russia for the purpose of fur-
.«ring an industrial concern in which

he is alleged to be interested.
Senator France, who was a guest last]

night at a dinner of the Real Estate
League of New Jersey at the Robert
Treat Hotel, in Newark, declared that'
the charge was "absolutely false,'' as
were most statements made nowadays
concerning Russia.
The accusation was made by Captain

William B. Estes, formerly of tho
United States Military Intelligence Serv-
ice, who recently was released from a
Russian jail. Senator France was in
Russia at the time Estes and other
Americans were being held in a Moscow
prison by the Soviet authorities. The
charges were made in an address be¬
fore the National Civic Federation at a

special meeting in the Waldorf Astoria.
Charges by Captain Estes

In broaching the subject Captain
Estes said".

"I make these charges with the full
Knowledge of the responsibility that I
incur. I make them after full investi¬
gation. Senator France quoted the
Soviet authorities when he accused
Captain Ryan, of the Red Cross, in
Reval, Esthonia, with having fomented
the Kronstadt rebellion, and I now
quote the same authority against Sen¬
ator France.''

He then declared that Senator'
France was interested in the Barbaron"
Engineering Company, which he said
had contracts with the Soviet govern¬ment of Russia amounting to more than
$-¦¦,000,000. He charged that Senator
France was interested in campaigningfor recognition of the Soviet govern¬
ment or the establishment of trade re¬
lations between Russia and this coun¬
try for the purpose of enhancing the
value of these alleged contracts.

Captain Estes then went into a
lengthy description of the activities of
an American named Barbarotf. head
of the BarbarotT Engineering Company.

Agent Introduced at Capitol
He said that on one occasion, while

Barbaron' was in Washington, Senator
France introduced him before a Con-j
gressional committee as an authority
on Russian affairs, so that Barbaro.tf
might have an opportunity to testify
in behalf of recognition of the Soviet
government. jSenator France's statement follows:
"Of course there is not a word of truth
in Captain Estes's speech. It was
about as true as many of the state¬
ments that are being made nowadays
about Russia. That is, it is absolutely
7~a:se. I haven't a dollar's worth of
interest íti Mr. Barbarotf's company, or
in any other company, or in any con¬
tract Mr. Barbaroff has with the Rus¬
sian government, and I only know .Mr.
Barbarotf because he asked me to se¬
cure a passport, and I did this in the
regular routine. Mr. Barbarotf is not
an agent of the Russian government,
but is a young business man of Rus-
sian birth who organized a business
in Milwaukee to sell goods to the. Rus¬
sian government. He represents many
American firms. When he came to me
to get him passports and I asked for
his recommendations he showed me
very tine letters from the Governor of
his state, the superintendent of indus¬
tries and other prominent men.
"The members of this company are

men of standing in his home town. He
toid me he had a $3,000,000 contract
with the Co-operatives of Russia. That's
all I know about that contract. I den't
know why Captain Estes was impris¬
oned in Russia. Whatever it was for
he must have absorbed a large fund
of false informât;.,!!. His statements
are very libelous and malicious. This
is a sample of the way in which the
whole Russian situation has been han¬
dled by some people who have been
impriscjned for illegal and criminal acts
in violation of the laws of Russia and
tho neutrality of the United States.
There is absolutely no truth in Estes's
charges."

The meeting of the National Civic
Federation was called yesterday for
the purpose of discussing means to put
an eric] to the increasing wave of Soviet
and Communist propaganda that is
sweeping over th«; country in connec¬
tion with the appeal for funds to re¬
lieve famine conditions in Russia. In
the course of the meeting it was de¬
clared that members or' the Communist
party were masquerading under vari¬
ous association names and collecting
money for Russian relief, and then
using the funds so collected for the
purpose of spreading Soviet propa¬
ganda.
At the conclusion of the meeting a

resolution was introduced by Major
Lorillard Spencer, on behalf of the
American Legion, which was passe«!
unanimously. It authorized the presi¬
dent of the Federation to app.int a
committee to call upon the Attorney
General and urge upon him the neces¬
sity of investigating all organizations
raising funds, for Russian relief which
do not have the sanction of the Araer-
rican Relief Administration, fpr the
purpose of ascertaining whether or not
the funds collected were being used
for propaganda purposes.

denburg gate when Kapp's forces
marched into the city, "merely to see
what occurred." He said he would
have seen the Reichswehr lire on the
brigade of Captain Ehrhardt. (who took
a leading part in the revolt") "with re¬
gret."
A letter from Herr von Dew.tz, a well

known Pomeranian Agrarian leader, to
General Ludendorff was read, which
stated :

Loses Ship. Wins $8.037
For Being Without Job

British-American Tribunal on
Claims Makes Allowance for
Seizure as Act of G rare

WASHINGTON. Dee. <) (By The As¬
sociated Press1).A recommendation
novel in the history of international
arbitration was made to-day by the
American and British claims tribunal
in disposing of the case of the Ameri¬
can fishing schooner David J, Adams
which was seized in the territorial
wat"'*., of Canada many years ago, and
declared forfeited to the British Crown,
together with its cargo, by a vice-ad¬
miralty court at Halifax, on a charge
of illegal entry irito Canadian waters.

.Although the evidence submitted in¬
dicated that the owner of the vessel.
Jesse Lewi.-., of Gloucester, Mass., had
lost his ship through violation of
treaty provisions, and was not entitled
t< an award of the $8,037.96 which he
claimed, the tribunal urged upon the
British and Canadian governments "an
allowance as an act of grace to the
said Jesse Lewis" whose means of
livelihood had been lost when the ship
was seized.

Wrestler Held in W all
Street Plot To Be Freed

Detectives Convinced Bulgarian
Arrested in Omaha Did Not

Drive Bomb Wagon
OMAHA, Dec. 9. Mike Stine, a Bul¬

garian wrestler with long black hair,
who travels with a show troupe, was
arrested by the Omaha' police last
night on the strength of an anony¬
mous note intimating that'Stine had
driven the dynamite wagon in the Wall
Street, explosion a year ago. To-night
the police had decided to release the
prisoner, probably to-morrow, because
he had established to their satisfac¬
tion that he was showing in Chippewa
Fails. Wis., with his troupe on the day
oï the disaster, and that two days later
he was in Omaha. One policeman and
several other persons said they recog¬
nised the wrestler as the center of at¬
traction at the show because the crowd
threw "eggs and ether things" at him
and the police liad a hard time sub¬
duing the demonstrator^.
A telegram from New York Police

Headquarters said there was no reason
suspect Stine. Federal agents hen*

have wired the Department of Justice
in Washington tl Stine could not
have been implicated in the crime.

State Bon.is B;H Predicted
Machold Says Amendment Will

The Board of Estimate put on Its
usual vaudeville act yesterday, with
Comptroller Charles L. Craig and F.
H. La Guardia, President of the Board
of Aldermen, in the leading parts. It
was the first time since Election Day,
November 8, that the Comptroller and
the Aldermanic President had con¬fronted each other at a board meeting.No heads were broken, out the chamberechoed with the crack of high caliberverbal ammunition.
Comptroller Craig charged the sec¬

retary of the board with suppressingpart of the minutes of previous meet¬
ings which were, up for adoption. In
another instance the Comptrollerthought certain items should be sup¬pressed. In one of the items for ap¬proval the Comptroller said:

"I would like to have this put overfor one week. I have written a letter
to every member of the board settingforth my reasons for the disapproval of
the minutes. The secretary has de¬
liberately suppressed material facts,,regarding La Guardia's action in this
board, and the minutes illegally at-
tempt to do certain matters."

La Guardia Hits Back
The remarks of the Comptroller at-'

tracted the attention of the Aldermanic
President.
"The Comptroller is mad because I

caught him with th« goods in th<-
courthousc scandal," said Mr, La Guar¬
dia. "Why, it was through me that the
city saved $10,000.000 on the limestone
contract. The Comptroller knows that
we snowed he was closely allied with
the limestone ring. He went before the
Meyer committee and turned state's

v lence,
"That's laughable," retorted the

Comptroller. "This man wanted to be
Mayor and a lot of other things and
was turned down, and now the obse¬
quies are about ready to be performed.
They will be concluded very shortly.
You cannot tell the truth thirty sec¬
onds in succession, and I do not believe
the members of this board will vote
with such a man."
The board adopted the minutes as

reported by the secretary, with the
Comptroller voting in the negative.
The other item which the Comp¬

troller thought should be suppressed
was the report of the secretary on

charges he preferred against James C.
Deering, a clerk of the board for many
y.-ars. The charges were heard by the
board and on motîon of Mr. La Guardia
the clerk was reprimanded. Deering
formerly acted as reading clerk for the
board.
"For over ten years the secretary

and this clerk have had trouble, and
in his report the secretary attacks him,
the members of his family and his
physician,'' said the Comptroller. "He.
attacks this man just because of
spleen."
"The employee the Comptroller is

talking about was reprimanded on my
motion by this board," said Mr. La
Guardia, "and I resont the attacks of
the Comptroller on Secretary Haag,
..-h is not here to defend himself."
"Why, you cannot tell the truth for

thirty seconds." retorted the Comp¬
troller. "I insist that there has been
¦. deliberate suppression of the minutes
and tli3it the members of this board
should not approve of them. This is
-imply an effort to glaze over the acts
of the lato lamented La Guardia."

Comptroller Defeated Again
Til.- board proceeded atrain to adept

he minutes as reported by the 3?ecre-

tary, with the Comptroller once more

voting in the negative.
The board discussed the. proposed

Brooklyn-Richmond freight and pas¬
senger tunnel project and took issue
with the Port Authority on its plan.-,
for a similar tunnel.
When the report of the committee

appointed to negotiate with the trunk
line railroads as to the terms.and con¬
ditions to be imposed in connection
with the utilization of the tunnel was
¦ander consideration, Comptroller Craig
said that he had laid down an ulti¬
matum to the Charter Revision Com¬
mission in respect to the matter.

"I have proposed to the commission,"
said the Comptroller, -'that it recom¬
mend vesting in the city authority to
own, control and operate any public
utility over which it now has authority
3.0 grant franchises. On that proposi¬
tion the commission is either going to
sink or swim."
There is a difference between the

city officials an«! the Port Authority as
to where the tunnel should be con¬
structed. The city plans call for a
shaft extending from Brooklyn through
Sr. George, Statten Island, and an to
Xew Jersey, while the Port Authority's
proposal provides Tor a tunnel from
Greenville, N. J., to Brooklyn, crossing
under New York Bay a mil«* north of
Staten Island.

In the discussion the Mayor declared
that the. railroads were for the Port
Authority plan "for their own selfish
purposes." Comptroller Craig de¬
clared that the Port Authority plan
was "a dream of the dreamiest kind,"
as it; lacked authority to raise the
money.
"Somebody is stringing the Port Au¬

thority," said the Comptroller.
The board referred tne report to the

Corporation Counsel and directed him
to prepare amendments for its con¬
sideration, which may be 3-mbmitted to
the next Legislature so that the powers
of the city may be broadened.

Meletios. Exiled in New York,
Elected Head of Greek Church
A cablegram received yesterday by

Episcopal Church authorities from
Constantinople announced the eleva¬
tion of Meletios, exiled Metropolitan
of Athens, now in Xew York, to the
office of Ecumenical Patriarch, or su-
preme head of the Greek Orthodox
Church.
The Greek Church has 120.000,000

communicants. There are 3,000,000 in
the United States. The election was
held last Sunday in the Cathedral of
Phanar, Constantinople, under the
presidency of Nicholas of Caesaria,
acting patriarch. Meletios is making
his home for the present at 140 East
Seventy-second Street.

Police Still Needed
As Guards in Milk
Strike, Says Lahey

Chief Inspector Declares He
Cannot Remove Them, in
Testifying at HearingConducted hy Aldermen

in testifying yesterday before the
committee of Aldermen appointed to
investigate the milk, workers' strike,
Chief Inspector of Police Wiliam J.
Lahey refused to remove policemen
from milk wagons until such time as he
received reports from hi3 subordinates
which, in his opinion, would warrant
such action.
The chief inspector read reports

showing that fourteen assaults on milk
company employees had been com-
mitted since Monday, and said there
would be greatly increased disorder
should the police be removed at this
time.
Responding to questions by the

committeee chairman, F. H. La Guardia.
President of the Board of Aldermen,
and Assistant Corporation Counsel Ed¬ward F. Bennett, he said that the PoliceDepartment has been "neutral" in the
strike, and that there are now 1,800policemen on duty on the wagons everytwenty-four hours, as against 2,300when the strike started.
"We ar-3 gradually reducing thennmber," he added.
"Are policemen supposed to help thedrivers deliver milk?" asked ChairmanLa Guardia.
"Out of several such reports madeto me by strikers," Inspector Laheyreplied, "investigation has shown thatonly one was true. This was on arainy day. when a policeman handed

a bottle of milk to an elderly womanwho was standing in a doorway. Hedid this as a gentleman, not as a po¬liceman."
Oft-repeated invitations given byleaders of th«; striking milk workers

to newspaper reporters to attend their
mass meetings were acted upon yes¬terday and strikers forcibly ejectedseveral reporters from one of their
gatherings, held yesterday in ProspectHall, Brooklyn.
No information as to the purpose ofthe meeting was given out. There were

reports just before it started, how¬
ever, that it was called to vote on a
proposal to settle the strike on the
best terms that could be obtained. It
was in session late last night.
Secretary Nathans of the New York

Milk Conference Board last night said:
"The strike is over, so far as the

public and the distributors are con¬
cerned. The main point is that we
are giving the public a nearly normal
milk supply. While the men who are
out may think that the strike is ef-
fective and may seek to keep it alive
by acts of violence, that is of concern
to us only in that we rely on the
police to mamtatin law and order.
The strikers may hold strike meet¬
ings til! doomsday for all we care;
we're not interested in what they do
or do not do in the slightest degree."
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Germany Must Plan Future
For Herself, America Feels

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9..The attitude
of the American government toward
various proposed methods of assisting
the finances and industries of Germany
and of the several "successive states"
resulting from the World War, is that
the initiative in developing an accept¬
able plan should come from the nations
most concerned. The United States
would then be glad to consider in what
way its aid could be properly extended,
it was declared to-day.

It was learned that there are no
projects now under official considera¬
tion here for resuming commercial re¬
lations with Russia, nor any having as
their object the assistance of the ñscal
or industrial .status of a European
country.

CHICAGO, Dec. 9 ( By The Asao-
ciated Press)..Buffeted by the criti-
cism of both railroads and railway
workers for more than a year and a

half, the United States Railroad Labor
Board finally was haled into Federal
Court< to-day. when it was made de-;

idant in an injunction suit brought
by the Pennsylvania Railroad, which
< btained a temporary order from Judge
K. M. Landis restraining the board
from handing down a decision against
the road in a shopmen's controversy.
Members of the board said they

.'welcomed the suit" aa a means of
settling many perplexing questions
which have been the suoject of many
three-cornered tilts between the trans¬
portation lines, the employees and the
board. Charged by the transportation
act with settling railroad difficulties,
the board has no legal power of en¬
forcing its orders, and several roads
have disputed the extent of the board's
jurisdiction.

Hearing on a permanent order will
be held before Judge Landis to-mor¬
row. The railroad's petition ¡3 based
on two allegations.that the board has
jurisdiction only in cases over which
a disagreement has arisen, and that
the board has exceeded its powers in
prescribing rules for the selection of
employee representatives in negotia¬
tions with the carriers.
